At 
the conclusion, in a long address, Prof. Tyn- 
dall expressed a wish that a memorial should 
be raised on the place to Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son, the loftiest, purest and most penetrating 
spirit that ever shone in American literature 
and a life-long friend of Carlyle. 

THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Lonpon, October 26.—The House of Com- 
mons was crowded this afternoon. Mr. Dilke, 
the Under-Foreign Secretary, said no conven- 
tion had béen concluded with Egypt for 
charging the cost of the army of occupation 
on the Egyptians. The Soudan and Upper 
Egypt were undoubtedly disturbed, 
but the newspaper reports were eX- 
aggerated. Great Britain had not been 
consulted in{the appointment of Baker Pasha, 
but the Government did not object to the 
appointment. 

Gladstone, in moving a vote of thanks to 
the commander, officers and men of the 
British army in Egypt, said he would not ask 
| the House to commit itself to the Govern- 
ment’s policy. 

Germany. 

BERLIN, October 26.—The newspapers of 
Germany comment with. approval upon the 
Blue Look correspondence which was first 
made public yesterday. They especially ex- 
press gratification at Prince Bismarck’s re- 
fusal to give a mandate in favor of the sup- 
port of England and France in the Egyptian 
matter. They regard that refusal as a wise 
step, notwithstanding the factthat it induced 
the French Government to abstain from act- 
ive cooperation with England in its campaign

Austro-Hungary. 

Pestu, October 26.—The delegations met 
here to-day. The Emperor, in reeeiving the 
members, said the moderation of all the Cab- 
inets was a valuable guarantee for a satisfac- 
tory and final settlement of the Egyptian 
question. There was no necessity, he said, 
forinereasing the ordinary army expendi- 
ture, but a small sum will be required for the 
further development of the organization and 
placing the army in a more prepared condi- 
tion for war.

LonpDoN, October 26.—Davitt, speaking at 
Glasgow last night, denied that there were 
splits in the Irish national forees.

New Beprorp, MaAss., October 26.—A 
letter received in this city from Capt. Crapo 
of the lost schooner Surprise, from this port, 
at Basket Island, near Punta Arenas, gives 
particulars of the loss and also says the boat's 
crew that he left at the island was subse- 
quently massacred by the natives, with the 
exception of a Portuguese boy. He also says 
a boat’s crew belonging to the British 
bark Roseneath, which foundered at sea,con- 
taining themate and four men, were also 
murdered by the natives, excepting the mate, 
who was rescued afterward by sone friendly 
Indians and sent to Valparaiso, where he 
has arrived. A third boat's crew had also 
been massacred by the natives at this point.

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DOCTORS DISACREE. 
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A Theory of Death Which Divides 
the Medical Faculty.

Are the Early Morning Hours Specially Pro- 
ductive of Death?--What the 
Doctors Think. 


Of all sources of superstitious beliefs death 
is by long odds the most fruitful, and, while 
many of the alleged supernatural phenomena 
which attend it are so absurd as to provoke 
only a smile fron the intelligent, others of 
them are so poetical in their make-up as to 
gain afoothold upon even educated minds 
which happen to have a sentimental turn, 
and notafew present so stronga claim to 
scientific indorsement that they readily find 
believers among all classes of people. That 
the prolonged howlings of a dog presage; a 
death in the family which happens to own 
the animal is profoundly believed by 
many ignorant people, and this superstition 
may be taken as an illustrative example of 
the first of the three classes which have been 
mentioned. ‘Io exemplify the poetical class 
no better one can be cited than the very pret- 
ty, yet altogether unwarranted, belief that, 
at the sea-side, the relief of death to 
the dying at the ebb of the tide.

“Seldom over two and often as low as one 
and one-half inches. The kighest I ever saw 
were four inches, but the woman could scarce- 
ly walk and was so stout'that she looked as ab- 
surd as Fortescue would on such stilts.

“Occasionally, though a legging which 
looks just like it is now used. because it is 
‘theaper, costing from seventy-five cents 
to $5, whereas the regular page 
or cavalier boot would range 
from $12 to $75, according to the material 
employed. Enameled leather is the best, 
though that is going out for general use, be- 
cause there is an imitation made with can- 
vas, enameled so as to look exactly like 
leather.
